Theio are probably a thousand women 


ui Piltbburg who work in iron mills 
uuikmif bolts, unts, hinges and barbed 
•wire. 
It Roeuis almost incredible that 


giila should be employed in an occupa- 
tion -which is associated only with brawn 
and i'ivu..lo, but such is the case. At 
the fh»t bijjht of the bolt works one can- 
not believe that anything bright or in- 
teresting could live inside. At the call 
of the 6:^0' a. m. -whistle girls are seen 
coming fiora nil directions toward the 
factory. 
They are generally dressed 


tidy and well, and with their lunch t»asr 
Irets on their arms are not unlike any 
working girl ono may see. 


Tho first thing they do after entering 


the building is to change their street 
dress for one to work in, tie up their 
hair, roll up their sleeves, and, putting 
on a coffeesack apron, are ready to be- 
gin the day's labor. At 7 o'clock the 
last whistle blows, the wheels groan and 
screech as if they wei e weary to resnme 
another day's work, but in a little while 
they begin to move with more rapidity 
and" the noiso amounts to something ter- 
rific. A biilpmir smoke arises, and as it 
embracob everything in a dim color, it 
needs but the d\ill red burning of the 
oil, 
the horrible noises and the occa- 


sionr-1 sound of a human voice halloing 
a command to stamp the scene on one's 
memory as a study from sheol. 


The bolts and nuts, as they are called, 


are fashioned by the brawny men on the 
hrst floor. In a crude state they are 
sent to other departments, when the fin- 
ishing touches are applied by feminine 
fingers, ofltimes very delicate 
ones. 


The bolts are dumped into different 
bins, according to size and length, and 
each girl has one special kind to work 
on. Tho first work on the bolt is to 
"point" it—that is, to make a round 
end so that it will enter the machine 
which cnts the thread on it. The point- 
ing machine has an immovable socket 
at one-side and steam revolving knives 
facing it. 


The operator, who is known as 8 


"pointer," places the head of the bolt 
in the socket, presses her foot on a 
pedal, and the sharp steel knives are 
forced against the iron. Little bits of 
the iron fly, and in an instant she re- 
moves her foot and the pointed bolt 
falls down a slide into an iron deposit 
box on the floor. 


While the one hand and foot has been 


accomplishing this, the other foot sup- 
ports the girl, goose style, and the other 
hand has got a bolt ready to be placed 
into tho socket the moment it is empty 
Thus for days, weeks and years tbe 
"pointer" handles one bolt after an- 
other for a living, being paid by the 
thousand. Expert workers have pointed 
10,000 bolts in a day. 


When the bolts are pointed they are 


taken to the cutting quarters. These 
machines are large, with deep sinks 
filled with a thick black oil. The bolts 
aie placed in slides and pushed by the 
worker up into sharp steel dies. In an 
instant the thread ia cut on them. The 
work is rather dangerous, and care 
must be exercised to keep the operator's 
lingers from going into the open dies and 
having their ends cut off instead of the 
iron. The oil in which the girl is com- 
pelled to work in order to keep the bclte 
from getting hot and thereby breaking 
has a very offensive odor and gradually 
smears the worker from the root of her 
frizzly bangs down to her runover heels. 
Gii-ls of any age, from sixteen to fifty, 
work in this department. 
Their pay by 


tho thousand averages from fifty cents 
to one dollar a day. 


Little girls fiom six years up to twelve 


put the nuts on the bolts and pack them. 
The "nutting on" is also accomplished 
by machine po-wer. The worker puts a 
nut on a plate; then, after catching the 
head of a bolt in the jaws above, she 
presses her foot on the pedal, when, 
prestol the work is done. At long tables, 
built of substantial wood, are rows of 
young girls, interspersed with a scatter- 
ing of women whom life cast forth in 
their old ago. They pile the bolts, row 
after row, alternate heads, then wrap 
them in strong paper. 


The girls always come to the factory 


clad neatly and well. Dressing rooms 
are provided for them, and soap and 
towels. At noon the girls are given 
throe-quarters of an hour. 
They lay 


aside their aprons, wash their hands and 
devour their wee lunches with energy 
worthy of a better cause. Formerly the 
girls would hurry their dinners an4 de- 
vote the rest of their time to dancing. 
The orchestra was not the largest, nor 
did it rival the Mexican band in melody, 
but it answered the purpose of furnish- 
ing time for the shabby shoed girls. It 
consisted of one girl and a mouth organ. 
The men were not permitted to come 
into the girl's side of the shop, but they 
won Id stand at a respectful distance, a/s 
though longing to join the merry dan- 
cers. It seems rather strange, but the 
girls never mingle with the men in the 
same factory. < They are good and hon- 
est, and generally intelligent. 


The girls were very happy, and every- 


thing moved as smoothly as steel on ice, 
until a forewoman was introduced to 
take the place of a foreman. Imme- 
diately she put a stop to all singing 
during the day and all dancing at noon. 
There was a decided stir among the 
girls at those new rules, but they were 
forced to submit. Since then they spend 
the noon hour rending and doing fancy 
work. Most of the girls are expen.. 
with the needle and those who read 
would surprise » scholar with their quo- 
tations. There are more handsome girls 
in this factory than coukl be found 
among the same number at a reception. 
They aro beautifully formed, and the 
influence of the oil keeps the hands 
white and prevents them hardening 
from contact with the iron.—New York 
Advertiser.

rOt,ITICAI< UNIFICATION. 


In the National Mining Congress at 


Helena, Montana, nineteen States and all 
shades of political opinion 'were repre- 
sented. Though the delegates were ap 
pointed by Governors of States and 
Mayors of cities instead of having been 
elected by the people it was really a rep 
resentative body, intent upon rioiog what 
the majority deemed best for the mining 
industry. 
Resolutions were 
adopted 


recommending the political unification 
of the silver producing States for in- 
dependent action in behalf of free coin- 
age. This was virtually endorsing the 
plan adopted by the Nevada Silver 
Leagues of nominating an electoral ticket 
pledged to vote for a free coinage candi- 
date for P'esicient of the United States 
The Congress also suggested that much 
good might be accomplished by instruct- 
ing members of the present Congress, 
who seek renomination, to vote for no 
President who is not in favor of the re- 
monetization of silver in the event of the 
election of President devolving upon the 
House of Representatives. It is claimed 
that a majority of the members of Con- 
gress represent free coinage constituencies 
and as nearly all the members seek re- 
election they should be pledged to vote 
for the free coinage candidate if there be 
no election of President by the people. 
In this way the election of Harrison or 
Cleveland by the House of Representa- 
tives could be prevented. For instance, 
Mr. Bartine of Nevada will have a vote 
for President should then be no choice 
by the people. 
His vote will offset that 


of the thirty-four Representatives from 
New York, as oiu-h State has but one 
vote. Mr. B.irtinu is a candidate for re- 
election to Congress, and represents a 
constituency that is 
pnrliculurly in- 


terested in the remonetization of silver. 
Like thousands of other Republicans he 
looks upon the question of free coinage 
as of more importance than the success 
of any political party, and is instructed 
to do so by his constituents, as a condi- 
tion of re-electing liim, he would vote 
against Harrison and for a fne coinage 
candidate. 
Unity of action on the part 


of all the free tcoinage constituencies 
would prevent the election of Cleveland 
or Harrison by the House of Representa- 
tives. 


While it is not only possible but quite 


probable, in consequence of tho general 
breaking up of the old parties, that Gen 
eral Weaver, who is the only free coinage 
candidate in tho Gold, may be chosen 
President by the electoral votes of the 
States. Nothing should be left undone 
that is calculated to etrecgthen his posi- 
tion should the election be thrown into 
the House.

The Notting- 
ham congregation were able to hear 
the bolls very distinctly, and the re- 
sponses and other musical portions of 
the service, while the preacher, having 
a clear voice and deliberate utterance, 
svas very audible, and his sermon was 
listened to with close attention.—Lon- 
don Tit-Bits. 


Auciout Tombs. 


While lejral proceedings aa to the 


ownership of the famous Red Rock 
caverns, below Monton, in which has 
been recently found a still further group 
of neolithic skeletons of a giant man, 
are still pending, an almost equally in- 
teresting discovery has been made in a 
deep railway cntting at Andresy, in 
Seine-et-Oise, near Paris, where the 
workmen ran upon a huge Merovingian 
cemetery of the Sixth century. Already 
there have been uncovered nearly 600 
tombs, extending ever an area of 2}<£ 
anels, yielding a hitherto unheard of 
mass of carved sarcophagi, knives, 
spears, vases, ornaments and pottery of 
nnique shapes and styles of decoration. 


It is recalled now tbat the tiny hamlet 


of Andresy, in the generations succeed- 
ing tho introduction of Christianity bj 
G-enevieve and Clovis, was an important 
missionary center. The expected scien- 
tific examination of these multitudinous 
remains will throw a flood of light on 
the origins of the church among all 
ranks.—Paris Letter.

startling revolutions of tlie century is 
approaching. Steps are being taken in 
the northwest toward tho laying of an 
experimental track on which many 
points bearing on the substitution ol" 
electric locomotives for steam locomo- 
tives on trunk linos will be determined, 
and electrical engineers throughout the 
country are on the qui vive for the next 
developments. Tho three eighty ton 
electric locosjiotivea to bo used in the 
Belt line tunnel, Baltimore, will push n 
freight train of 1,200 tons, including lo- 
comotivo, through the tunnel, up an 
eight-tenths of 1 per cent, grade, for a 
distance of 0,000 feet, at the rate of fif- 
teen miles an hour, or a 500 ton passen- 
ger train, including locomotive, at the 
rate of thirty miles an hour.—St.' Lonip 
Globe-Dem ocrat.

In the caricatures of him in 
The Don Chisciotte he used to be rep- 
resented, owing to his being one of the 
tallest of the deputies, by what might 
be called a hop pole clad in a long over- 
coat and very high silk hat.

THB SILVEB STATES. 


Whilst we have the common interesl 


that belongs to the debtor and producing 
olnsst-s of this ooantry and the woild, we 
also have thw particular interest, that the 
mining ef silver constitutea tbe predomi- 
nating indus'ry of the State* to which we 
belong. 
Yoa will recelleot that in 1873 


the value of tbe silver in the silver dollar 
was three cents greater than tbe value ol 
the gold in ths gold dollar. 
Yoa will rec- 


ollect tbat at tbat time the value of silver 
in this couniry was from $1 29 to $1 83 
an onoce, and you have witnossed tbe 
gradual decline of the value of that silver, 
and the gradual decline of the industries 
with which you are identified. 


What has been the cause of this? Simply 


because the demand which had been cre- 
ated by law wus withdrawn and tout de- 
mand was the demand of the government 
(ot the free und unlimited use of all silver 
as money. Now, we have bad two remedial 
measures, one the law of 1878, which pro- 
vided for the coinage of from $2,000,000 to 
$4,000,000 per month, limited always how- 
ever by tbe Government to the minimum. 
Tbe in 1888 we bad an increase of the 
coinage to 4,600,000 ounces per month, 
and tbe immediate tffect was nn increase 
in the value, which was folia wed by de- 
cline. And of late we have witnessed a 
decline unprecedented in the history of 
silver—a decline to less than 90 cents per 
ounce. 
If the producers of silver will ia- 


qntre into the cause of this decline they 
will find that it has been ortated by the ex- 
istence of 


A CEBTAIN SUBPLTJS 


Of silver resting in the New York market. 
We can search throughout the world, 
and we find no surplus of silver else- 
where. 
All tbe bilver of the world is 


either iu the uhtipo of foreign and domestic 
coin, in the shape of that used in the arts, 
or iu the shape of bullion; and the only 
bullion we find is about 3,000,000 ounces- 
reduced 
from 
10,000,000 
to 
3,000,000 


ounces, In the New York market; ana that 
bullion surplus is sometimes moronscd and 
sometimes diminished as the product of the 
mine varies. 


Now, it Is a familiar rule of economic 


science, that the value of the surplus of any 
product fixes the value of (he whole. If 
there is a surplus of wheat in any country 
it will be found that the price of that ear- 
plus fixes the value of that product through- 
out tha world. So that we find these few 
million onncos of silver determining the 
market price. 
And what do we find as to 


the market? We find that the only buyers 
of silver in the world are tbe Governmeot 
ot he United States, which buys to the ex- 
tent of four and a half million ounces per 
mouth, those who use divot in the arts, and 
the users of silver for subsidary coinage 
abroad—India, China and South America 
and the other nationi that use silver. Now 
we find tbat

la in London and in New York. There all 
tha purchases are made, and we find upon 
inquiry that fell these purchases are made 
by a few brokers' firms that conduct the 
business. These brokers, engaged in busi- 
ness both in New York and London, buy- 
ing upon foreig'i account, actually have the 
pqwer to fix thej|value of the product, They 
stand aside when tbe Government of the 
United States mukesifcs enforced purchases 
of four and b half million ounces par month. 
The amount put monthly upon ttu» market 
ia about eleven or twelve million-). 
These 


few brokers after the Government hns se- 
cured its bulljou at its own price, <hou di- 
vide up the balance between them, and bid 
whatever they choose to bid, and there be- 
ing no combination among the sellers, the 
buyers fix the price. 


If yon have a piece of real estate to sell 


and three proposed buyers present them- 
selves at the auction sale, and prior to the 
sale say "Well, now, we each want this, but 
we will each agree to take one-third," and 
those are the only purchasers there, you 
will agree with me that they can fix the 
price at whatever they choose. 
Aud so it 


is with silver. The buyers of silver, repre- 
sented by these three or four silver brokers 
in New Tork and London, are fixing the 
price of your commodity. 


Now, my friondn, I ask how lorg, if this 


condition of things exists, even tbe present 
proe of silver will stand. Yon have wit- 
nessed its gradual decline. 
You have wit- 


nessed a decline within the past two years. 
Are yoa willing to wait for the decline of 
foar years longer? 
^.nd recollect thai if a

pressed by an Act of Congress, you will 
have to wait four years before you can, 
right the wrong. [Applause.]

What do they mean by their high sounding 
phrases as to the use of gold and silver as 
money?

HE BOA.!tI> OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


of Wasuoo couniy, Nevada, by virtue of the 


prvwer and authority In them vested by the laws of 
the State of Nevada, do ordnln as follows: 


SECTION 1. It thM be unlawful for any person 
or persons to erect or maintain any barbed wire 
fence or fencing of any Jiind or for any purpose 
wViutevei within tbe limits ol tbe town of Keno.
